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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Contrary to Applicants assertion that Klein failed 
to specifically disclose a redundancy attribute, Examiner contends that Klein specifically disclosed the use of message IDs and the well 
known usage of a wide variety of relationship determinations using message IDs. See Column 8 f Lines 28-30. This originating message 
ID attribute was later used to discern relationships (i.e., messages potentially including redundancy) in various messages. See, more 
generally, Column 8, Lines 23-41. In the context of the disclosed Klein invention, that is, determining whether messages are part of a 
common message thread for treatment/processing of redundant information, the use of message IDs based on the initial sending 
generated ID provided disclosure of an attribute in which later processing was resultant on the presence of this attribute (inter alia, 
Abstract), the claims are not distinguished over the single provision for an attribute indicating subsequent redundant processing. Any 
difference between the prior art of record and the presently claimed invention requires further details of the attribute(s) used, processing 
of the attribute, and resultant action based on presence or not of the attribute, further in conjunction/combination with other 
environmental limitations as set forth in the claims. 
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
